RENEWAL AND REINSTATEMENT.

18 VAC 85-40-61. I nactive license.

A. A licensed respiratory therapist who holds a current, unrestricted license in Virginia shal,

upon a reguest on the renewad application and submisson of the required fee, be issued an

inactive license. The holder of an inactive license shal not be entitled to perform any act

requiring alicense to practice respiratory carein Virginia

B. To reactivate an inactive license, alicensee shdl:

1. Submit the required application;

2. Pay afee equd to the difference between the current renewa fee for inactive licensure

and the renawd fee for active licensure; and

3. Submit information on continued practice in another jurisdiction or other evidence of

competency to return to active practice.
